TO 



Amend the Law relating to Grand Juries in 
Ireland. 

'HEREAS it is expedient that the Payers of Cess be Preamble, 
represented in Grand Juries in Ireland : Be it enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
5 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

I. Every Sheriff immediately on receiving the Precept appointing 
the Day for opening the Commission at the next Assizes in his 
Bailiwick, which shall be duly sent to him not less than One Month 
10 before the Time for holding such Assizes, shall issue his Precept to 
every High Constable or other Collector of Money levied by Grand 
Jury Presentment within his Bailiwick, requiring each of them to give 
Notice as herein-after provided to the Cesspayers from whom such 
High Constable or Collector is by Law required, to collect Cess 
15 requiring them to meet at such Time and Place, or in the event o 
the County being divided as herein-after provided, then at such 
Time and Places as shall be named in such Precept, to elect a Grand 
Panel of elected Grand Jurors to serve at the next Assizes for such 
County as herein-after provided.

II. On receipt, of such Precept of the Sheriff as aforesaid, each 
High Constable or other Collector of Cess shall give public Notice 
by Advertisement in the Manner accustomed and according to the 
Provisions of Statute 6 & 7 W. 4. c. 116. sec. 11, to all the Cess- 
payers within his District, requiring them to meet at the Time and 5 
Place or Places contained in the Sheriff’s Precept for the Purpose 
of electing a Panel of elected Grand Jurors to serve at the nest 
Assizes for the County. 



III. Such Meeting or Meetings of Gesspayers for electing a Grand 
Panel of elected Grand Jurors shall be held not less than 10 

clear Days before the Day on which the Grand Jury are to assemble 
previous to the Assizes, and the Sheriff or other Person as herein- 
after provided shall preside at such Meeting; and at such Meeting 
Thirty Cesspayers of the said County shall be elected by the Cess- 
payers present at such Meeting, by Majority of Votes, to be the 15 
Grand Panel of elected Grand Jurors for the said County : Provided, 
that if the said County be divided as herein-after provided, then at 
each of the several Meetings to be held for electing the said Panel 
such Number of Grand Jurors shall be elected as shall have been 
apportioned for the Division for which such Meeting respectively 20 
shall be held. 



IV. The Sheriff shall, after such Election, summon and return the 
said Thirty Cesspayers so elected, together with the ordinary Grand 
Jurors whom he is required to empannel by Statute 6 & 7 \Y 4 
c. 116 ., to attend at the usual Place for holding the Assizes for the 25 
County on the Day by the Sheriff appointed, and the Sheriff shall 
proceed to empannel the Grand Jury for the County in the Manner 
following ; that is to say, he shall first call a Juror from the Grand 
lanel of Cesspayers elected as aforesaid, and then a Juror from the 
ordinary Panel, and then alternately from each Panel until he has 3 0 
made up the Number of Twmty-three, and such Twenty-three Persons 
so called shall be duly sworn and empannelled, and shall be the 
Grand Jury tor the said County ; provided, that if there shall not 
lie present a sufficient Number of the said elected Cesspayers to make 
up the Number of Twenty-three Grand Jurors in the Manner afore- 35

VI It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury empannelled according Pc 
to this Act to divide the County into Districts, for the Purpose of ‘j’ 
5 the Election of the Grand Panel of Grand Jurors to be chosen by dj 
the Cesspayers, and to appoint. Places for the said Election, and also a| . 
to apportion the. Number of Persons to be elected by the Cesspayers p, 
in each of such Districts, so as to form the Number of Thirty Per- e) 
sons to be the Grand Panel of elected Grand Jurors for the said G 
10 County, and also to appoint the Persons who are to preside at such 
Elections, in stead and in place of the Sheriff, excepting where the 
Sheriff shall attend in person to preside at such Election. 

VII It shall not be lawful for any Magistrate to sit or vote at any ‘ 
Presentment Session, unless he be resident, within the Barony for , 
15 which such Session is held; and no Person shall be qualified to serve 
on any Grand Jury unless he be resident in the County for which 
such Grand Jury is empannelled, and a Ccsspayer of such County.
